New Pass. 

At the present time any information 
that throws additional light upon the 
practicability oi a route from Kara* 
loops to the Rocky Mountains, in con-, 
neotion with the excellent road already 
in existence from Yale to Kamloops, 
is dcaorving the attention of all classes. 
Nor is it necessary to discuss the 
question of the entire overland route, 
to prove the value of such informatiou. 
It can be taken up by instalments and 
then even made of great practioal ubo 
in illustrating the truo character of the 
interior, and enabling all who fool 
interested in the matter to obtain a 
correct knowledge of that oharaoter. 
In this light Mr. Ward deserves much 
credit for bringing prominently for- 
ward, as he has done of late, tho un* 
expected advantagoB to bo dorived by 
following up the recently discovered 
pasB (recent at leaflt to a certain «x- 
tent)Tbrough llfTiSelkirk Eange.' Our 
readers ; »io a«r«tt"«"«««tSf ta- ib-^ -S.s^ts«' 
nay and Big Bead flstrtete 
there are seven or eight hundred men 
who draw all their supplies 'iYdrV'Tno 
American territories, and that those 
supplies, in tho course of a year, create 
a business it iB well worth our time 
looking after. Hitherto wo have been 
practically shut out of tho market by 
the want of com m cnicaticTi from our 

advantages of the Columbia River 
navigation. It is now contended a pass 
through the Selkirk Mountains, which 
havo hitherto beon regarded as tho 
great stumbling block, has been dis- 
covered and that communication can 
bo bad from the South Arm of Great 
Shuswap Lako to the TJppor Kootormy 
at an expense of $20,000. From this 
lake through Eagle Pass to tho Col- 
umbia Rivet in an easterly direotion 
is 40 miles, to cut a road over which 
will not involve any particular diffi- 
culties, as it can bo carried all the way 
through a canon familiar to our sur- 
veyors and already blazed by tho Gov- 
ernment. This 40 miles Mr Ward 
will contract to cut ten feet wide with 
four feet graded, for §200 a mile, so 
that it is evident there can bo no very 
severe cutting to be feared. It is then 
proposed to uuo fourteon miles of the 
river, well adapted at that point for 
navigation, before entering upon tho 
real difficulties of the road, viz., of 
catting ninety miles over the Selkirk 
range to tbe Kootenay Lakes, wbence 
the country to Wild Horso Creek, and 
indeed to tho Rocky Mountains, is 
described as fine, hard, dry, open, 
covered with bunch grass, and over 
which a four-horse wagon, for the 
greater distance, could bo driven to- 
morrow. This ninety miles of road

I expect 10 bo one of 
tbe first to die as I now reel very wsak." 
Altar that he wrote no mora. Mr Dowsley 
says in tbe jouroal : 'I do not expect my body 
will ever be found.' 

The sceno tbe people witnessed when ro~ 
moving the bod es can be better msgined 
than described. They were all so frozeu to- 
gether that ibey had to be separated with 
pries and crowbars.
